watchman was missing as well as 
tho aliens who had been placed on 
board. The wenther then, force'd the 
schooner out into the open, and she

until she went ashore at Point -Ju- 
dith.

every way, and he accompanies the 
officer to New Bedford in search of 
the missing passengers, as it was be- 
lieved that they might be in hiding 
there. What action the immigration 
authorities will tnke remains to be 
seen.

BEACH LEASK EXTENDED 


• A special meeting of the reprelen- 


talive 'council was held on Monday 
evening, for the purpose of authoriz- 
ing a further issue of Bellevue ave- 
nue pavement bonds, and other mat- 
ters- There was exactly a quorum, 
present| which was rather better than 
had been expected. 


The first business was the consid- 


eration 
of a 
resolution to issue 


?100,000 in Bellevue'avenue pavement 
bonds. It appeared to severa! mem- 
bers that this whole sum would not 
be required until springj and that 
there wns no necessity of having the 
money lie idle in the meantime. 'A 
motion to pass tho resolution was 
lost and then a motion to authorize 
the issuing of '$50,000 in bonds was 
passed. 


ThcJ Newport Beach Aisoaiation 


petitioned for an injcrease of ten 
years' in the term of its lease, which 
would carry it up to the year 1952. 
A resolution was presented, granting 
the increase as asked for, and requir- 
ing the lessees to expend ?170,000 
within the next two years .in the 
erection of a swimming pool, casino, 
etc. 
The resoluton also granted to 


the Association the use of that strip 
of land east of the 
roller 
coaster 


which had been reserve^ for the uses 
of the city. Manager McGowan look 
the floor and explained the purpose 
of the resolution. 
He told of the 


benefit that would be derived by the 
city by prolonging the season by 
several wecks each year, and said 
that it would attract a'very desira- 
ble class of visitors here.

Henry Silvia of M'ddlctown was an 
action to recover damages as the 
result of an auto collision on the East 
Main Road near Valley Inn on May 
28, 1924. The case occupied several 
days and some interesting law- points 
were .raised. The 
defense claimed 


that the plaintiff was not the sctas! 
owner of his car, ast it had been deliv- 
ered to him on a conditional sales 
agreement, the actual title not to 
pass until the final, payment wag 
made. 
There was also considerable 


contradictory testimony as to tbe po- 
sition of the two cars on the road 
at the time of the crash, each claim- 
ing that the other was at fault. 


RUM RUNNER ESCAPES 


A rum runner and a Coast Guard 


vessel had a lively set-to in the West 
Channel early Wednesday morning; 
in.,which shots were exchanged, but 
the smuggler succeeded in making 
his escape. The crew of one of the 
Const Guard vessels that have been 
located off this port for some time to 
prevent rum running saw a small 
boat making, its way in past Beaver- 
tail in the early hours of <)'ie morn- 
ing and the pursuit was on. A shot 
was fired across the bow of the fugi-i 
live, but resulted only in a rain of 
rifle fire from that craft. The gov- 
ernment vessel was rapidly overhaul- 
ing the other when' an accident to her 
engines caused a halt, and the rum 
rum^ir pursued her course up Nar- 
ragansett Bay, where it is presumed 
that she landed her cargo. The Coast 
Guarj vessel was able to return to 
port with much difficulty.

The note cites section II, 
Part 7, of the Dawes report, which 
reads:

stitution, and perhaps to make the 
.speech of the evening. It may be that 
he has no technical knowledge what- 
ever of the trade Ir. question or of the 
history of the town nf which he is the 
guest, and he hiniii'lf is far too busy 
and occupied to spi-nd his own time in 
dlfring up the neftissary Information.

The use of whole or of cut sets for 


seed in potato production has served 
as a subject of Invesdgadon for at 
least a century and a halt and Is still 
a moot question. 
A critical study of 


the literature on the subject, leaves 
tht> Impression thai much of the dula 
presented 
Is Inconclusive, says (ho 


United SliUes Department of .Agricul- 
ture. Il also serves to convince the 
tviith-r that much depends upon the 
milliner In which the experiment was 
plunncd and executed whether whole 
vt cut sets gave the most profitable 
yield.

Most Profitable Size. 


The successful 'determination of Ihe 


most profitably size of set to use and 
whether It should be planted whole 
or cut primarily involves, a careful 
study of the proper spacing to give 
to each size of set In order to obtain 
Ihe maximum yield. 


Departmental studies covering sev- 


eral years show rather conflicting re- 
sults, so far as the yield of primes, or 
marketable 
potatoes, 
la 
concerned, 


'llic data, which is now published In 
:i new bulletin Just Issued by the do 
partment 
as 
Department 
Bulletin 


I-'48, clearly show that seasonal con 
dlfions have a very definite Influence 
upon yield, particularly with respect 
to Ihe size of the tubers. Abundance 
of mois(ure and plant food through- 
out the growing season 
Insures 
a 


maximum crop from'whole and large- 
filzed cut sets; whereas lack of these 
two prerequisites favors medium-sized 
cut sets, because few tubers are pro- 
duced, and in consequence they have 
a better chance to reach marketable 
size. 


There Is a definite relation between 


the size of the set used and the num- 
ber of stums and tubers produced to 
the set. ;.'

Stem Frequency. 


A study of stem-frequency correla- 


tion shows that ns the weight of 
whole seed Increases from t\vo to six 
ounces the stem frequency shifts from 
three steins in the case of two-ounce 
sets to seven stems in the case of six- 
ouuce sets. 
Halved seed shifts from 


two stems to four stems. 
Quartered 


sets on the other hand, whether from 
three, four, five or six-ounce tubers, 
show thnt the greatest stem frequency 
fulls in the two-stem column In the 
I'resgue Isle (Me.) data: In the Vir- 
ginia data whole sets shift from three 
to live stems, halved sets from two to 
three stems, and quartered sets from 
one to two stems.

Following a plan sug- 


gested at a cuiiiinunlly meeting early 
In the spring of 1023, a dealer was 
found who ngrced 
to purchase (h» 


carbon 
dlsulphld In bulk, 
together 


wllh a quantity of screw-top cans each 
holding enough to fumigate 100 bush- 
els of grain. On each can was pasted 
a label giving explicit directions for 
use and care of the liquid. These 
cans, after Hllltig, were packed Into 
wooden cases holding 24 cans each 
and shipped (o warehouses and stores 
in all paris of the county. 
No ob- 


jection wus-mado i to carrying! carbon 
dlsulphld In the small containers, ai 
there was no odor or loss from evap- 
oration, and (he disagreeable task of 
filling containers 
was 
eliminated. 


Through this arrangement fumigating 
material In suitable containers and 
In small quantity could he obtained 
ut 50 points in the county.

Excessive Quantity of 


• Potatoes Not Advisable 
An excessive 'quantity of potatoes 


fed to milch cows sometimes produces 
milk of poor flavor. 
However, they 


may be usej successfully when not 
over 30 .pounds of the cooked vege- 
table are fed peV head dally, or some- 
what less of the raw potato. 


Tests at experiment stations have 


shown that (lie dry matter In corn 
silage, was superior to -that In raw 
potatoes when feeding a heavy allow- 
ance of the latter. Butter from po- 
tato fed .cows In the .same tests was 
found to be salvy, but there was no 
indication that there Is anything in 
the popular belief that feeding pota- 
toes causes cows to dry off. 


Tests at the same stations have glv-' 


en excellent. results through the use 
of apple pomnce silage. This feed 
had no harmful Influence on the cows 
or their milk. "For dairy cows the 
apples themselves have ahout 40 per 
cent of the vnlue of corn silage. 


Six Different Ways to 


Use Immature Corn Crop 


There are six good ways of using 


soft corn. With all Indications point- 
ing to a reduced crop of the corn 
belt's favorite grain. It will pay farm- 
ers where the crop Is late, or was held 
hack by rain, replanting, etc., to look 
up Information about them. 
Where a 


man has live stock the situation will 
not be quite so serious as where a 
grain farmer tries to market or dry 
out an immature crop. Here are ways 
you can do It: 


1. Put U Into a silo. 
2. Shock It In the field or barnyard. 
3. Crib corn up to 25 per cent water 


content. 


4. Shredding. 
5. Marketing. 
6. Feeding.

One of the best devices we have 


ever seen to prevent a cow socking 
herself consists of nothing more than 
several rows of sharp nails driven 
through the BOSS band of a leather 
halter. These nails are driven through 
from 
the Inside of the band 
and 


should be kept sharp with a file. As 
the cow reaches to suck her own milk 
she sticks her udder with these sharp 
points and soon grows tired of the 
effort. 


Protection for Bees in 


Winter of 'Importance 


The Importance of giving bees thor- 


ough 
protection during the 
winter 


months Is Illustrated by tests made at 
the Wisconsin station, In which bees 
were wintered with various amounts 
of protection. 
Large losses occurred 


in those hives given the least protec- 
tion uud their consumption of winter 
stores was large. 


A hive wintered 'without any pack- 


Ing required 81 pounds of winter food 
from .late November until April 12. 
Another colony housed In'a dbyble- 
walled hive with i',4 Inches of pack- 
Ing consumed 24 pounds of winter 
stores. 
Other bees wintered 
in a 


double packing case with seven Inchei 
of packing lived through on 
U'A 


pounds, while a colony wintered In a. 
heavy packing case with 1014 inches 
of packing consumed hut 9% .pounds. 
As an average of twelve colonies, bees 
wintered In a bee cellar took but 
10 1-S pounds. 
The loss of bees In 


the well-protected colonies was much 
less than In those given lesser pro- 
tection.
